tbey didn't want the work thev could leave- 
it. 


The weavers claim they are working for 


the lowest prices in the city, ana besides 
have the poorest quality] of material to 
make the soods. 


They claim to average in pay from $G to 


$6.00 per week.

His Excellency 
said that Judge Brooks succeeded a most 
remarkable man, singularly adapted to the 
Probate court, Judge John W. Richard- 
son, and yet tho work was never 
fulfilled 


with more success, with more con- 
scious exactness to law. fact, sympathy and 
efficacy to action,of work assigned to them, 
tban by Judge Brooks. It was a family 
court. Tbe widow found in him a faithful 
counsellor, the orphan a father, and tbe 
bsreaved a sympathizing friend. He bad 
occasion to watch Judge Brooks. His pa- 
tience was infinite. His courtesy ^SB rpore 
tban external—it was not of the manner, 
but of tbe heart. His heart dictated while 
bis will controlled. 
While he was true to 


widow and orphan he was equally true to 
the law of life. 


The Governor said that he knew of no 


judge whose decrees were so acceptable to 
tbe community at large and so acceptable 
to his honor's court (the supreme) as tbe 
ruling of Judge Brooks.

know how great a wan was with us," 
he said;" we did not comprehend such an 
intellectual man. I count it a privilege to 
be here to pay on my own part, as well as a 
representative of the commonwealth, to 
the life of this man.

Chief Justice field, in his remarks, said: 
Judge Brooks had a manner which in- 


spired respect and gave the impression of 
remarkabfe integrity. The kindliness of 
bis nature showed itself in everything he 
said and did. I am told that in the trial 
'of cases and on the bench he always sought 
to reach the facts, and the law, in the 
simplest way, without indirection and with- 
out any unnecessary display of learning. 
Tbe practice of law must often have seemed 
easy to the laymen who came before his 
court, because there appeared so little of 
technality and such a wholesome regard to 
what was best to be done. He had not the 
faculty of making everything seem more 
difficult and intricate than it really was. 


Beside the practice of his profession, he 


had been an active and useful citizen of 
Concord and had seen something of politi- 
cal life. He was a member of tbe bouse of 
representatives of Massachusetts In 1858, 
and of tbe senate of Massachusetts in 1859, 
and of tbe bouse of representatives of tbe 
United States from 13(59 to 1871. From 
his birth he was identified with the county 
of Middlesex. He had peculiar qualifica- 
tions for tbe office of judge of probate. He 
knew 
those 
people 
thoroughly—their 


habits, feelings and traditions. He was 
easily accessible and always considerate of 
the rights of the humblest suitor. He was 
careful and just in his judgments, and he 
never spared himself any labor necessary 
to the efficient performance of his work. 
Everybody respected him and everybody 
trusted him. There was no vain show of 
wisdom or of conscientiousness, but he was 
known to bo a learned and painstaking 
judge and a wise and kind-hearted man, 
who bad no ends but the discharge of his 
dutv, which he earnestly strove properly to 
do." 


He was good humored, companionable, i 


fond of pleasantry and

mittee of ten is a body of men appointed 
by the National Educational Association 
in 1892 to consider what studies should be 
taken as a preparation for college and at 
what age ihey should be begun. This com- 
mittee called to their aid expert teachers 
of various branches to the number of nine- 
ty, dividing, them into conferences of ten 
members each, and the reports of these 
conferences together with a summing up 
of

committee 
makes

port of the committee of ten. The report 
advises that in arithmetic, for instance 
only the science of 
numbers shall be 


taught. Geography, too, should be treat- 
ed as a science, and all details omitted.

and language and literature 


tausht instead, 
French and German 


should be taught at the age of ten. 


To the objection that some of these 


things, if desirable, are not practicable, 
the committee reply that if the studies and 
methods they suggest are best, it is the 
duty of school-committees to make them 
practicable somehow. It will thus be seen 
that 
tbe 
changes 
recommended are 


not merely imatters of detail, but that they 
relate to fundamental 
principles. The 


report comes from so able a body of men 
that it carries great weight, and teachers 
should give its recommendations, a fair 
consideration^

The Income Tax Muddle. 


It is understood that one of the de- 


mands which the malcontents will make 
will be the dropping of tbe income tax, 
but the friends of tha bill say that while 
some change may be made in this feature 
of the bill, it will not be dropped under 
any circumstances.

regard to the memory of a noble man and 
admirable judge was paid by tbe Middle- 
sex bar yesterday afternoon, at a memorial 
meeting in the court liouae in East Cam- 
bridge, in memory of Judge George M. 
Brooks. 
Chief Justice Field and Justice 


Mason presided. 


The following preamble and resolution 


were piesented by Hon. George P. Richard- 
son of Lowell: 


Suon att«r tb« death of Judge .Brooks a club of 


la\y\ers accustomed topractice before- Iiim pre- 
pared the following affectionate and discrimin- 
ating tribute to bis worth as ail honored member 
of the ]udiciar>: 


•Judge Brooks was a good lawyer, possessing a 


bright nuud, quick to discern and analyze -\utti 
nicety questions both of fact atk! law. a" manner 
patient and gentle, yet sufficiently positive to be 
eilectne without being severe; u disposition 
amiable and kind, sparkling \wth wit au<t huoior, 
}et without distracting from tlie dignity of hi? 
office 
Broad and liberal m his construction of 


questions presented, large hearted and generous 
in his treatment of the umurLuuaio, sympathetic 
and considerate of the feelings of parties and 
counsel; judicial both by instinct and attainment, 
he posseted those qualities which led him to be 
generally sought for by members of the bar to 
hear and decide cases referred from the law and 
equity courts, and demonstrated the opinion so 
generall} held and widely expressed, that he 
was the model judge. 


This tribute tie bar of Middlesex 
county 


heartily approves, adopts and presents to the 
court, with the request that it be entered upon 
the records. 


Gov. Greenb.a,!ge followed, and paid a 


personal as well as official tribute to the 
memory of Judge Brooks. His Excellency 
said that Judge Brooks succeeded a most 
remarkable man, singularly adapted to the 
Probate court, Judge John W. Richard- 
son, and yet the work was never 
fulfilled 


with more success, with 
more con- 


scious exactness to law, fact, sympathy and 
efficacy to action,of work assigned to them, 
than by Judge Brooks. 
It was a family 


court. The widow found in him a faithful 
counsellor, the orphan a father, and the 
bereaved a sympathizing friend. He bad 
occasion to watch Judge Brooks. His pa- 
tience was infinite. His courtesy was more 
than external—it was not of the manner, 
but of the heart. His heart dictated while 
his will controlled. 
While he was true to 


widow and orphan he was equally true to 
the law of life. 


The Governor said that he knew of no 


judge whose decrees were so acceptable to 
the community at large and so acceptable 
to his honor's court (the supreme) as the 
ruling of Judge Brooks. 
"We did not 


know how great a ruan was with us,1' 
he said;" we did not comprehend such an 
intellectual man. I count it a privilege to 
be here to pay on my own part, as well as a 
representative of the commonwealth, to 
tbe life of this man. 
George M. Brooks 


will still continue to live." 


Chief Justice Field, in his remarks, said-: 
Judge Brooks had a manner which in- 


spired respect and gave the impression oi 
remarkabfe integrity. The kindliness of 
his nature showed itself in everything he 
said and did. lam told that in the trial 
of cases and on the bench he always sought 
to reach the facts, and the law, in the 
simplest way, without indirection and with- 
out any unnecessary display of learning. 
The practice of law must often have seemed 
easy to the laymen who came before his 
court, because there appeared so little oi 
technality and such a wholesome regard to 
what was best to be done. He had not the 
faculty of making everything seem more 
difficult and intricate than it really was. 


Beside the practice of his profession, he 


had been an activs and useful citizen ol 
Concord and had seen something of politi- 
cal life. He was a member of the house oi 
representatives of Massachusetts in 1858, 
and of the senate of Massachusetts in 1859, 
and of the house-of representatives of the 
United States from 1860 to 1871. From 
his birth he was identified with the county 
of Middlesex. He hid peculiar qualifica- 
tions for the office of judge of probate. He 
knew 
those 
people 
thoroughly—their 


habits, feelings and traditions. lie was 
easily accessible and always considerate of 
the rights of the humblest suitor. He was 
careful ami just in his judgments, and be 
never spared himself any labor necessary 
to the efficient performance of his work. 
Everybody respected him and everybody 
trusted him. There was no vain show ol 
wisdom or of conscientiousness, but he was 
known to he a learned and painstaking 
judge and a «ise and kind-hearted man, 
who had no ends but the discharge of his 
duty, which he earnestly strove properly to 
do." 


He was good humored, companionable, 


fond of pleasantry and not without wit, 
and his life left no bitterness behind. The 
resolution, with a memorandum of these 
proceed ings,will be placed upon the records 
of this court, and a copy thereof tians- 
nutted to the Probate court of the county. 


Other speakers were ex-Gov. Brackett, 


Judge Mclntire and Clerk of Courts Hurd, 
each of whom spoke in highly eulogistic 
terms of their departed friend. 


OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 


HOW 
THEY HAVE BEEN DE- 


VELOPED IN 100 YEARS. LATEST 


Supt. TVhitconib Traces the Educational 


Period of American Youth and the Rev- 
olution of Methods Which Has Set in 
in Favor of tho Manses. 


The regular term meeting of the school 


teachers of the city was held in the High 
ichool hall yesterday affernoon. 


Supt. Whitcomb addressed tho meeting. 


He referred to the death of the late George 
W.Howe, and spoke in tbe highest terras of 
his career as a teacher in this city. He then 
entered into the consideration of the sub- 
ject announced for his lecture, and spoke 
in nart as follows: 


'\Any correct unnderstanding of the 


changes prefaced in the report of 'the 
committee of ten,' which is the topic of 
this meeting, must depend upon a knowl- 
edge of tbe conditions which preceded the 
report, aud it is therefore well to trace 
briefly the history of education in this 
country. The first settlers in Kew Eng- 
land were, many of them, men of a liberal 
education, to whom a college or university 
course seemed nest to their religion, the 
most important thing in the world. The 
school house, therefore, was the object of 
their care, ev«n before the hats were erect- 
ed, which were to cover their own heads, 
and in their poverty, they formed Harvard 
college, within a few years of the time 
when they first set foot on American soil. 
Their schools, however, were framed on an 
English 
model, 
and 
were 
planned 


rather 
to 
select 
the 
wealthy 
and 


able pupils and pass them on to the college, 
than to give an extended education to the 
masses. And what th« public schools did 
not do in the way of higher education, was 
done by private tutors, generally the 
clergy, and by private academies. 
This 


state of affairs continued until the first 
third of the present century. 
Then the 


public schools were in such poor repute 
that a legislative committee gravely as- 
serted that it was impofsible and perhaps 
not uogirable to give to teachers a profes- 
sional education, and the private schools 
were the ones considered worthy of the 
patronage of those who could afford them. 
The poor conditions of the schools, how- 
ever, produced a reaction. The board of 
education was established in 1837 and 
normal schools ware 
opened 
in 1839. 


Under 
the 
lead 
of 
such 
men as 


Horace ilann, educators began to consider 
tbe needs of the masses, to adopt the 
schools 
to 
meet 
the 
requirements 


of 
all 
tbe 
people 
rather than the 


fraction 
of 
one 
per 
cent. 
which 


could go to college. For the first time 
we had no American system of schools. In 
the effort to give scholars that which 
would be of practical use to them in life, 
music, drawing, sewing, moral traiuing, 
nature study, physical culture and last of 
all manual training have been introduced, 
though none of these were conditions for 
entering college. 


To this work which is intended to be 


practical the experts in education are now 
objecting and are demanding that all stud- 
ies should be selected for their disciplinary 
value, and that the elements of all ad- 
vanced branches shall be taught in the 
primary and, grammar schools. 
The com- 


mittee of ten is a body of men appointed 
by the National Educational Association 
in 1892 to consider what studies should he 
taken as a preparation for college and at 
what age they should be begun. This com- 
mittee called to their aid expert teachers 
of various branches to tbe number of nine- 
ty, dividing them into conferences of ten 
members each, and the reports of these 
conferences together with a summing up 
of 
the 
whole 
by 
the 
original 


committee 
makes 
up 
a 
re- 


port of the committee of ten. The report 
advises that in arithmetic, for instance 
only the science of numbers 
shall be 


taught. Geography, too, should be treat- 
ed as a science, and all details omitted. 
English 
grammer should be reduced to a 


minimum, 
and language and literature 


taught instead, 
French and German 


should be taught at the age of ten. 


To the objection that some of these 


things, if desirable, are not practicable, 
the committee reply that if the studies and 
methods they suggest are- best, it is the 
duty of school-committees to make them 
practicable somehow. It will thus be seen 
that 
the 
changes recommended 
are 


not merely (matters of detail, but that they 
relate lo fandamenlal 
principles. The 


report comes from so able a body of men 
that it carries great weight, and teachers

They say that last fall 
u hen the 58-law went Into effect tl.cy re- 
ceived !U cents on every dollar of wages 
Tor working the extra time. Men who 
were paid on day wages received Ihe in- 
crease in compensation for the extra time 
worked. 


These 3-i cents were dropped at the time 


of the ten per cent out down in February 
making the gross cut of 13$ per cent. 


What the weavers ask now is a restora- 


tion of the ten per cent cut down and their 
old loom fixers back. 


The weavers claim that the schedule 


under which they work is tbe lowest in the 
city. 


Mills Will Shot Down. 


This noon it was given out that the mills 


will shut down, throwing out of work the 
opeiatives in the other departments. In 


interview John A. F,uilknei, said: 


"The 
company has nothing to say, no 


statement to make. There is only one side 
to the mailer. Let them (the weavers) do 
all the talking. 1 think wo are doing well 
to run our mills in these hard times." 


Mi. Faulkner did not seem much con-

and in their poverty, they formed Harvard 
college, within a few years of tbc time 
when they first, set foot on American soil.

able pupils and pass them on to Ibe college, 
than LO give rm extended education LO the 
masses. And what the public schools did

public schools were in such poor rcpule 
that a legislative committee gravely as- 
serted that it was impossible and perhaps 
not desirable lo give to teachers a profes- 
sional education, and tbo private schools 
were tbe ones considered worthy of the 
patronage of those who could afford them.

The regular term meeting of the school 


teachers of the city was held In the High 
school hell yesterday affcrnoon. 


Supt, Whitcomb addressed tho meutiug. 


He referred to the death of the late Georgo 
W.TIowe, and spoke In the highest terras of 
his career as a teacher In this city. Ho l.hen 
entered into the consideration of the sub- 
ject announced for his lecture, and spoko 
in part aa follows: 


'1Any correct 
unndorslandlng of the 


chaugoa prefaced In tho report of 'the 
committee of tea,'which IB the topic of 
this meeting, must depend upon a knowl- 
edge of Iho conditions which preceded tho 
report, aud it is therefore well to trace 
briefly the history of education in this 
country. The first Battlers in New Eng- 
land were, many of them., men of a liberal 
education, to whom a college or. university 
course seemed nest to their religiou, the 
most Important thing In the world. The 
school house, therefore, was the object of 
.heir care, even before tho butg were erect- 
ed, which were to cover their own heads, 
and in their poverty, they formed Harvard 
college, wilhiu a few years of the time 
when tboy first act foot on American soil. 
Their schools, however, were framed on an 
English 
motf •>!, 
and 
were 
planned 


rather 
to 
odect 
the 
wealthy 
aud 


able pupils and pass thorn on to tho college, 
than to give an extended education to the 
masses. And what the public schools did 
not do In the way of higher education, was 
done by private tutors, generally 
the 


clergy, and by private academies.

slate of affairs continued until the Drat 
third of the present century.

public schools were In such poor repute 
that a legislative committee gravely as- 
serted that It was Impossible and perhaps 
not desirable to give to teachers a profes- 
sional education, and the private schools 
were the onea considered worthy of the 
patronage of Lhbse who could afford them.

Boston's Contingent. 


ATTLEBOSO, Mass., April 24.—Fifty-one 


dusty ana footsore soldiers of the New 
England branch of the Coxey movement 
marched into North Attleboro last even- 
ing, prepared to encamp for the night. 
Courier McKerrzie had arrived early in 
the day, and the town fathers gave per- 
mission for the army to be quartered at 
tbe town farm. When the army was re- 
ported in sight Selectman Hennigan, 
Overseer of the Poor Sect and SheriS 
Brown rode out. and Commander Fitzger- 
ald was informed that the industrials 
would not be allo Wed the center of the 
town. 


The poor farm being in the northern 


part af the town, they proceeded to camp 
for the night. "When in motion, the color 
bearers unfurled the banner of the army. 
But this the town officials objected to, and 
it was put a%vay and the United States 
flag substituted at the poor farm. Ine 
town provided supper for tka men. Ar- 
rangements were made by Commander 
Fitzgerald providing that the men would 
not have to sat? wood for tbeir meal, as is 
the usual custom with tramps. 


Last evening, accompanied by some of 


his followers, Fitzgerald came into the 
town, and delivpred a lecture on the Com- 
mon, at the conclusion of which consider- 
able money was gathered.

said he would not increase the number of 
the army. They were all picked men and 
fitted for the march.
